Have the ‘‘experts’’ who test insanity 
and who watch Guiteau so narrowly 
ever studied their own mental states or 
conditions with reference to this matter? 


Would not a proportion of people thor- | » 


oughly honest with themselves be will- 
ing to acknowledge that there have been 
times when they were half crazy or one- 
third crazy or one-eighth crazy? How 
many people ought to be thoroughly 
confident of perfect mental soundness? 
Does not every decade show the fallacy 
of some long held agreeable or dis- 
agreeable delusion, which in the past 
we have believed in and which has in- 
fluenced our acts and our lives? 

Is insanity punishable? Certainly it 
is. It is punished among us every day. 
Men are born with extremely irascible 
tempers, sour tempers, sulky tempers 
and ugly tempers, who in contact with 
the world are only as civil as the world 
compels them to be. At home, fearing 
little or no check, they maltreat their 
wives by manner or by fist. They are 
in various degrees insane and are occa- 
sionally punished for their acts. 

The 1 in the insane asylum is 
controlled by fear and by authority, and 
is amenable to it. So are the uncon- 
fined patients outside. 

A portion of the confined insane have 
skill in certain directions and use it. 
They sew, they knit, they work in the 
garden, and would be able to do much 
more were proper opportunities afforded 
them. 

Insanity, too, under asylum treat- 
ment, is in its main phases made 
accountable for its acts. Unruly patients 
are confined or threatened with penal- 
ties, and they understand this quite 
well enough and govern themselves 
accordingly. 

Here the confined and unconfined in- 
sane patient meet on common ground 
und are amenable to the same corrective 
influences. One class society can bear 
to manage with outside of prison walls, 
and the other it cannot. 

May not, then, the limit of unconfined 
insanity be drawn where society finds it 
necessary to protect itself from thes 
patient? 

Are not thousands born with inherent 
and inherited mental as well as bodily 
disease? Are not the two closely allied? 
Are there not of these deficiencies a 
thousand degrees ahd shadings? 

One person is born with just sufficient 
will, judgment, discretion, and general 
common sense to be barely able to get 
on in the world. He is termed simple, 
„reckless, a ne'er-do-well,“ or ‘‘half- 
witted.“ 

Another is born still less possessed of 
those qualities, cannot get on at all,and 
is cared for by friends and is placed in 
an asylum. Another is born with a 
marked degree of skill or talent in some 
special calling, but so entirely deficient 
in common prudence or discretion as to 
fail to apply his ability properly, and 
therefore to remain all his life in pau- 
perism or on its verge. ? 

Why not catalouge all these among 
the manifold shades of insanity? 

Grant, then, that me ailments 
and defects may exist in many forms 
and degrees; grant that what goes un- 
der the current name of ‘‘insanity”’ is 
but the extreme type of such ailment; 
grant that like Hamlet’s a brilliant mind 
may become morbidly turned, obscured 
and diseased in some certain direction 
while retaining its full powers in others; 
grant that mental defect may grade all 
the way from full ability to detect 
its failings and seek to correct them 
down to partial obscurity and partial 
lack of control, down still f er to 
almost complete obscurity and lack of 
control, down farther yet to total ob- 
scurity and lack of control, where the 
light af reason is completely quenchep 
in idiocy or madness, and it does seem 
that there was furnished a key to the 
solution of this problem and something 
suggesting the future rational basis for 
the treatment of mental maladies. 


Colonel Forsyth, who commands Fort 
Cummings, N. M., reports that cattle 
thieves in large numbers are stealing 
and driving off cattle near Lake Vally and 
Hillsboro, and that citizens call on him to 
intercept and capture them, and that reg- 
ular troops could not be used lawfully.

Whenever the subject of admitting 
new Territories into the Union is can- 
vassed, especially if such Territories

IJ wish I was a laborer out at 
Leadville.” The Dunmires then sepa- 
rated from him.

A Good Sermon by Rev. Mr. Dorsey—“I Am 
"Debtor to the Greek and the Barbarian 


to the Wise and the Unwise.”’ 
The Rev. Dr. Dorsey delivered a very 


interesting discourse at the Spring street 


Congregational church Sunday morning. 
The audience was large and seemed pleased 
with the speaker's views. Mr. Dorsey is a 
young man of mych promise and might be 
classed among the best pulpit orators in 
the city. He took for his subject the 
“debtor,” his text being Romans I, 14: I 
am debtor to the Greek and the barbarian, 
to the wise and the unwise.’’ | 

Mr. Dorsey began by saying that Paul 
wasa debtor to men, and his whole life 
was consumed in the endeavor to dis- 
charge that obligation. He despised the 
national egotism of his people and he ig- 
nored all distinctions of class. To him 
there was no Jew nor Gentile, no Greek 
nor Barbarian, no bond nor free. All men 
were suffering under sin, and hence, as a 


servant of the Christ who tasted death for 
8 man, Paul was under obligations to 

the world. The speaker then said that 
his theme was: the Christian a debtor to 
men. Thegrounds ofthat obligation were: 
25 the Christian is a debtor because
